Claims 1 -9 
are now pending.

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Summary of Claim 1: 



A block copolymer characterized in that said block copolymer has 




at least one block having an acid group and 


at least one block having substantially no acid group, 


one end qroup of a repeating unit in at least one block of all blocks is oxvaen 
and/or sulfur, and 


at least one repeating unit of a block having substantially no acid group 
contains a halogen atom. 



Mivatake et al. disclose a polymer electrolyte for fuel cells, wherein the polymer 
electrolyte comprises an aromatic copolymer containing sulfonated tetraphenyl 
phenylene ( hexaphenylbiphenylene), fluorinated alkane, perfluorobiphenylene moieties 
(col. 1, page 2065; page 2068):

However, Miyatake et al. do not teach or fairly suggest the claimed block copolymer , 
wherein the block copolymer has at least one block having an acid group and at least 
one block having substantially no acid group, one end group of a repeating unit in at 
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least one block of all blocks is oxygen and/or sulfur, and at least one repeating unit of a 
block having substantially no acid group contains a halogen atom.
